XXTH SUNDAY AFTER TRINITY. 


The story for tue twentieth Sunday | 
tells us of the dinner iu honour of the. 
marriage of a king’s :en—ic tel’s us 
how the special guest» made light of 
the invitation so that the faveurs 
fell on the humbler folk of the Lizh- 
ways—it then tells us how cne guest 
came in an unprepared state and in- 
curred the srath of the host, 

Theugh purely an oriental story, 
decidedly tinged with tke autocracy 
of an Eastern monarch, vet Christ 
converted it into a parable of hidden 
and divine truths. 

Our Lord was speakizg to opposition 
Jews who had rejected a line of the 
prophets of Ged and were then re- 
jecting One greater than the prophets 
--the Son of Gad. The parable chews 
that because they bad refused to act 
as the special children of Ged, there- 
‘ore their privileges were to ke given 
to God’s children of the Gentle world. 
It is surely so in the modern cburch— 
those who constantly resist the pure 
messages of God will frd«tkat tkeir 
opportunities will pass {rem them. It 
is snrely so in the .mcedern clurch-- 
these who corstantiv resist the pure 
messages of Ged will fird that their 


opportunities will pass from them. 

The guest who kad no wedding 
garment represents to us the Chiistian 
who is unprepared to be in the pre- 
sence of Ged, and is therefore 
spiritually ‘cast out” from worshi 
though he may regularly , attend 
religious services.

“HONG MOH” DISASTER. 
TRIBUTE TO “SHANSI” 
CAPTAIN'S WORK. 


Mr. E. P. Smith. laze Chief Officer, 
ss. “Hong Mob,” writes to the 
Straits Times as follows:—I had the 
pleasure of reading in your issue 
September 24 of the medals awarded 
to the Naval Officers for saving life 
| from’ the wreck of the “Hong Mob.” 
Such conduct deserves recoguiti:n ; 
especially Capt. Evans for it is not 
generally known how much he did 
pervonally. But, I was more than 
eurprised that the services of Capt. 
Turnbull of the steamer ‘‘Shansi”” 
were ignored absolutely, and think 
it a shame that the big brother 
should be patted on the back and the 
little and hard working are kept in 
the background. The steamer 
|“*Shansi" stood by the wreck for 
thirty hours and saved over forty 
lives, launched a lifeboat at great risk 
{she only had six -sailors), made 
attempts to drop beats alongside, and 
only went away for assistanae when 
her captain was sure it was the best 
thing to do. The “Foxglove” 
arrived the night after he left, and 
\the “Carlisle” .the next morning, 
lafter having ‘received wireless 
messages: “ : 


“The Gospel in the Old Testament” 
is the title of a recently published 
book, the author being Dr. Burnley of 
Oriel College.

dangerous to choose a passage from it, 
and the practice is Lable to lead to 
much confusion of thought amongst 
Christiane, : 

It should always be borne in mind 
that the Old Testament is not -a 
collection of Christian but of Jewish 
books, though it is invalusble to the 
student of theclogy as a history of 
‘Ged’s gradual revelation of Himself 
to mankind. Many of the stories con- 
tained therein, though as interesting 
as they are historical, are liable to 
give a child, forinstance, a wrong idea 
of Christian morals ; if, however, they 
are studied with the history in which 
they are contained, s student obtains 
a wonderful insight of the groping of 
teligious men of old, living in an agé 
of incomplete revelation, towards. the 
Sight which was fully. manifested. by 
the coming of Our Lord.
